a war which put in issue not only th-j 
authority but the existence of the na- 
tion. He refused to bo tempted-into any 
leadership that was not expressive of 
that public opinion which has a nation 
behind it and without which armies and 
navies come to naught. In close con- 
tact with that opinion when he moved 
the country moved with him. 


"He proved himself the consummate 


patriot of his time, and 
with 
simple 


grandeur came to personify a preat and 
free people. 
Amid all the acrimony of 


a great Civil war ho nsver preached 
the gospel of frijrhtfujness and hate, 
but, white using all the power of the 
government to reassert its authority, 
he had faith that those with whom he 
•was contending:-would ayain fall under 
the swaj'^f 'the better angels of then- 
natures.' 


"He was for a democracy that stood 


for equal opportunity and for the right 
of every man to call into play the po\v- 
crc God had given him, and to enjoy 
the fruits pf those powers rightly used. 
To his view, anarchy no less than priv- 
ilege was the enemy of democracy 


"He sought not only the enfranchise- 


ment of slaves, but the preservation of 
the free institutions of his country. We 
may 
well reverence and imitate his 


great qualities ffl the crisis of today; 
his steadfast 
patriotism, true ns the 


needle to the pole; hfs devotion to a 
.genuine democracy; .his resolute' faith 
and courage, and bis determination to 
bold the nation true to 
its 
highest 


Ideals and take nothing from the her- 
itage of its liberties. He could recog- 
nize nothing as a triumph which had 
been won at the expense of freedom. 
•"For what avail the plow or sail. 
Or land or life if freedom fall.'"

WAR CABINET ILLEGAL 


The republican Influences that ha1 


inaugurated a campaign against th 
administration at Washington want 
war cabinet appointed by the pres 
dent— 


"To supervise, 
co-ordinate, 
dire1 


and control Uie functions and activ 
ties of all executive departments, oft 
cials arjd agencies of the governmen 
insofar as in the judgment 
of 
th 


war cabinet it may bo necessarj1 
advisable to do so for the effectiu 
conduct and .vigorous 'prosecution o 
the existing war." 
And further, "to consider and deter 


mine, upon its own motion or upo 
submission to it, subject to review b 
the president, all differences andques 
tions relating to the conduct and pros 
ecution of the war that may arise, be 
tween any such departments, official 
and agencies of the government." 


"To require information from an 


utilize the services of any or all exec 
utivo departments, • executive 
officer 


or agents of the United States and o 
the several states and territories an 
the District of Columbia necessary o 
helpful io the proper performance o 
the duties of said war cabinet." 


In the exercise of the jurisdictio 


and authority hereby conferred 
t 


make, subject to review by the presl 
dent the necessary orders to any sucl 
department bureau, officials or agency 
of the government, and such decision 
as the matters 
under consideratioi 


may require or warrant. 
"To make rules and regulations soy 


erning its own procedure.' 
And sa.ic 


war cabinet shall, upon completion o 
its membership, immediately organiz 
and thereupon and thereafter procee 
to an expeditious disposition 
of al 


matters arriving before it" 


That is the bill and we submit tha 


it would he difficult to devise a meas 
ure better calculated directly and oth 
erwise to nullify section 2 of article 
of the constitution which- says tha 
the president shall be commander-in 
chief of the army and navy of th< 
Umted States. 
. 
. 


That is the plot hatched by republi 


can influences to take over the man 
agement of the war and if possible tt 
secure a coalition cauinet by which 
the republicans and particularly Col 
Roosevelt, can have a part in the ,wa 
councils of the nation and thus rob 
the administration of whatever credl 
it might gain for the successful direc 
tion of the war. 


This movement is probably the most 


insidjous and un-American ever pro- 
posed by either branch of congress 
To place a war cabinet in a position 
to hamper, delay, ajid embarrass the 
president in the exercise of his best 
judgment would be a very dangerous 
proceeding. The men who framed the 
constitution had this very danger in 
mind when they gave the . president 
supreme power over/army and navy 
In time of wa.r. 


Alexander Hamilton in 
explaining 


this grant of 'unqualified power to the 
president said: "Of all the• cares and 
concerns of government, the direction 
of war most peculiarly demands those 
qualities which distinguish the exer- 
cise of power by a single hand." Jus- 
lice Story of the United States su- 
premo court, a distinguished Massa- 
chusetts 
jurist 
who occupied 
the 


bench from 1S11 till 1845, in comment- 
ing upon this clause of the constitu- 
tion, said: 


"Even the coupling of the authority 


of an executive, council with him (the 
.president) in exercise of such powers 
enfeebles the system, divides respon- 
sibility, and not infrequently defeats 
every 
energetic 
measure. Timidity, 


indecision, obstinacy and the pride of 
opinion must mingle in all such coun- 
cils and infuse a torpor and sluggish- 
ness destructive of all military opera- 
liOILS." 


But if anything further were needed 


to sbow that this war cabinet propo- 
sition is opposed to the spirit of the 
constitution, we may quote from 
address of Justice Hughes, formerly ot 
the United States supreme court, de- 
livered before the American Bar asso- 
ciation, Sept. 5, 1917, on the govern- 
ment's "War Powers Under the Con- 
stitution." Declaring that the fram- 
ers of the constitution did not frame 
an imposing spectacle of impotence 
Mr. Hughes said: 


"The war powers under the consti- 


tution arc carefully distributed. To 
congress is given the power 'to declare 
war.1 The proposal to add 'to make 
peace' found no favor, as this 
v,-a.i 


deemed to belong to the treaty-mak- 
ing power vested in the president am: 
senate. To the president was given 
the direction of war as the 'comrnand- 
er-in-cinef .of .the. army and navy.' 
It was not in the contemplation of the 
constitution that 
the command of 


forces aud the conduct of campaigns 
should be in charge of a council or 
Ui3-t as to this there should be a divi- 
sion of authority and 
responsibility. 


The prosecution of war. demands in 
the highest degree, the promptness, 
directness and unity of action in mili- 
tary operations which alone can pro- 
ceed from'the executive. This exclu- 
sive power to command the army and 
navy and thus to direct and controll 
campaigns., exhibits not autocracy, but 
democracy fighting effectively through 
its chosen instruments and in accord- 
ance with the 
established 
organic 


law."

It will thus be seen that President 


Wilson has the very best of reasons 
for opposing tie proposed war cabinet 
arid 
equally'so the plan 
previously 


proposed for a committee of congress 
to supervise war expenditures. So far 
as these schemes applied to the free 
exercise of his (-"iiMtitutional prerog- 
atives by the ;.i-,sidcnt, they are un- 
constitutional ami the president would 
be faithless to his duty if he did not 
oppose them reg;irdless of the political 
or other aims or motives behind them.

thing about

•were being made, ana I wrote to the 
officials in America, asking many ques- 
tions.

FRANCE, Feb. 7—(By the Associated 
Press)—American artillery and infan- 
try have succeeded in clearing out a 
majority of the snipers who 
caused 


considerable annoyance from the time 
the sector was taken over 
by 
the 


troops. Snipers' posts 
in 
buildings 


have been destroyed 
by 
knocking 


down the shelters over the heads of 
the Germans with shells. 
Snipers 


hidden in bushes or in shell holes 
have been routed by American sharp 
shooters. Night patrols have succeed- 
ed in locating some of the positions 
and the Germans in them have been 
Unished off later. 
Last night a small patrol entered 


an advanced German trench in search 
'of a nest of snipers. A lieutenant, a 
corporal and two men left the Amer- 
ican wire and returned live hours la- 
ter. 
They walked across No Man's 


Land, picking their way carefully to 
avoid discovery. Headline1 the enemy 


wire, they crawled beneath it cau- 
tiously and approached the most ad- 
vanced enemy trench. 


They looked down into the trench 


which apparently was abandoned but 
they were sure snipers were 
there. 


They dropped down 
noiselessly and 


found a place where the trench bot- 
tom .showed frefah footprints. 
On the 


parapet the corporal discovered a riile, 
loaded and pointed in the direction of 
the American 
trenches. There 
was 


not a German around. 


The corporal brought the rifle to the 


American Hues. 


At another point 
encrny 
snipers 


were discovered in a shell hole. 
A 


few well placed shots from light artil- 
lery ended their career. At another 
place a hail of machine sun bullets 
was effective. 


One, two or possibly three snipers' 


posts are still in front of the Ameri- 
can positions but they are not likely 
to be there long.

The adoption of the spurlos versenkt 


policy was not attended by public pro- 
mulgations and notices to foreign na- 
tions. Little is known, about this pol- 
icy in America. Yet much lias been 
printed on the subject in Germany- 
It seems that the policy did not have 


its origin in the navy or among the 
professional militarists, .but among the 
class. that always has been regarded as 
in the lead in humanltarianism in every 
nation— the university professor group. 


Indeed, most "credit" seems to go to 


Frof. Oswald Flamm, a 
man 
of the 


highest standing in German educat,ion- 
al circles. In explaining the policy of 
simrlos versenkt, Prof. F,}amm wrote in 
Berlin Woehe this:

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WAR CABINET ILLEGAL 


The republican influences that have 


Inaugurated a campaign against the 
administration U Washington want a 
war cabinet appointed by the presi- 
dent— 


"To supervise, 
co-ordinate, direct 


and control the functions and activi- 
ties of all executive departments, offi- 
cials and agencies of the government 
insofar as in the 
judgment 
of 
the 


war cabinet it may be necessary or 
advisable to do so for the effectual 
conduct and vigorous prosecution of 
the existing war." 
.And further, "foconsider and deter- 


mine, upon its own motion or upon 
submission to it, subject to review by 
the president, all differences and ques- 
tions relating to the conduct and pros- 
ecution o£ the war that may arise be- 
tween any such departments, officials 
and agencies of the government." 


"To require information from and 


utilize the services of any or all exec- 
utive departments, executive officers 
or agents, of the United States and of 
the several states and territories and 
the District of Columbia necessary or 
helpful iD the proper performance of 
the duties of said war cabinet.' 
In the exercise of the jurisdiction 


and authority hereby conferred 
to 


make, subject to review by the presi- 
dent, the necessary orders to any such 
department, bureau, officials or agency 
o£ the government, and such decisions 
as the matters under consideration 
may require or warrant. 
"To make rules and regulations gov- 


erning its own procedure. 
And said 


war cabinet shall, upon completion of 
. its membership, immediately organize 
and thereupon and thereafter proceed 
' to an expeditious disposition 
of all 
'matters arriving before it." 


That is the bill and- we submit that 


it would be difficult to devise a meas- 


practicable by every municipality i 
the state. 


Lowell is getting into a conditio 


which threatens a much higher ta 
rate unless the members of the munic 
ipal council cut down their flnancia 
demands to the lowest figure by whicl 
they can get by. It is expected tha 
Mayor Thompson wili use his inllu 
ence in this direction although he has 
but a single vote against the majoritj 
which has run things very generallj 
during the past year.

we better calculated directly and oth- 
erwise to nullify section 3 of article 2 
of the constitution which says that 
the president shall be commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy of 
the 


United States. 


That is the plot hatched by republi- 


can influences to take over the man- 
agement of the -war and if possible to 
secure a coalition cabinet by which 
the republicans and particularly Col. 
Boosevelt, can have a part in the war 
councils of the nation aJid thus rob 
the administration of whatever credit 
it might gain for the successful direc- 
tion of the war. 


This movement is probably the most 


insidious and un-American ever pro- 
posed by either branch of congress. 
To place a war cabinet in a position 
to hamper, delay, and embarrass the 
president in the exercise of Us best 
judgment would be a very dangerous 
proceeding. The men who framed the 
constitution had this very danger in 
mind when they gave the 
president 


supreme power over army and navy 
In time of war. 


Alexander Hamilton in 
explaining 


this grant of unqualified power to the 
president said: "Of all the cares and 
concerns of government, the direction 
of war most peculiarly demands those 
qualities which distinguish the exer- 
cise of power by a single hand." Jus- 
tice Story of the United States su- 
preme court, a distinguished Massa- 
chusetts 
jurist 
who occupied 
the 


bench from 1S11 till 1S45, in comment- 
ing upon this.clause of the constitu- 
tion, said; 


"Even the coupling of the authority 


of an executive council with him (the 
president) in exercise of such powers 
enfeebles tlie system, divides respon- 
sibility, and not infrequently defeats 
every 
energetic 
measure. 
Timidity, 


indecision, obstinacy and the pride of 
opinion must mingle in all such coun- 
cils and infuse a torpor and sluggish- 
ness destructive of all military opera- 
tions." 


But if anything further were, needed 


to show-that this war cabinet propo- 
sition is opposed to the spirit of thu 
constitution, we may quote from 
an 


address of Justice Hughes, formerly ot 
the United States supreme court, de- 
livered before the American Bar asso- 
ciation, Sept. 5, 1917, on the govern- 
ment's "War Powers Under the Con- 
stitution." Declaring that the fram- 
ers of the constitution did not frame 
aji imposing spectacle 
of impotence, 


Mr. Hughes said: 


"The war powers und^r the consti- 


tution are carefully distributed. To 
congress is given the powur 'to declare 
war.' The proposal to add 'to make 
peace' found no favor, as 
this 
was 


deemed to belong u> the, treaty-mak- 
ing power vested in the president and 
senate. To the president was given 
the direction of war as the 'eommand- 
er-.ln-chief of the . army and navy.' 
It was not in ths contemplation of the 
constitution that the 
comni.-md of 


forces and the conduct of campaigns 
should be in charge ot" a council or 
Uaat as to this there should be a divi- 
sion of authority and 
responsibility. 


The prosecution of war demands in 
the highest degree, the promptness, 
directness ami unity of nation in mill-, 
tary operations which a.lone can .pro- 
ceed from the executive. This exclu- 
sive power to command the army and 
navy and thus to direct and controll 
campaigns, exhibits not autocracy, hut 
democracy lighting effectively through 
its choflen instruments ami in accord- 
ance with the 
established organic 


law." 


It will thus be seen that President 


Wilson has the very best of reasons 
for opposing Uie proposed war cabinet 
and 
equally so the plan previously 


proposed for a. committee of congress 
to supervise war expenditures. So far 
as those schemes applied to the free 
exercise of hi:; mnKtituiional prerog- 
atives by the pu-sklont, they are un- 
constitutional and the president would 
be faithless to liis duty if ho did not 
oppose them regardless of the political 
or other aim» or motives behind them.

And die message was unusually im- 
pressive in that it came from a woman 
who has been in the midst of the in- 
sanity of the maddest war in history. 
Miss O'Reilly spoke from experience. 


It had "been intended originally that 
Miss O'Reilly 
should 
address 
the 
teachers and students of the Normal 
school and their friends. Yesterday 
afternoon the "friends" came in such 
large numbers that it was impossible 
to accommodate all of them within 
the large assembly hall. Scats were 
improvised at the entrances but dur- 
ing tie lecture not a few of the lis- 
teners had to staad. 
Miss O'Reilly limited herself to an 


hour and a quarter and although she 
told a great many things in that time, 
the listener easily realized that the 
speaker might have gone on indefi- 
nitely so abundant and prolific was 
her store of experiences as a relief 
•worker in the war zone of Europe. 
Elaboration was almost impossible 
and yet after Miss O'Reilly had finish- ' 
ed—or rather, had turned from—one 
Topic, one felt that she had told her 


telling him that his regiments could 
not stop the German armies. He told 
him to withdraw his forces. The Ger- 
mans must pass through Belgium to 
Paris. Albert replied with a one-word 
telegram, "Try." And the

have been trying ever since. 
Miss O'Reilly said that there was
